Frow the replies received to Home Department Uircular No. 45—1512-1520, dated the 
15th October 1883,.-it appears that considerable diversity exists in the practice as to the 
Tegistration of certificates of ‘the sale of standing trees granted by Civil Courts under 
action 816 of tho Code of Civil Procedure. The Government of India considers it ve 
esirabls thet uniformity should, if possible, be maintained in the registration offices in all 
provinces in this regard, ond Iam accordingly to communicate the following instructions 
and observations. 2 ee ties . 

2, It would seem to be difficult to frame a definition of “ moveable” and “immoveable’ 
property euitable for practical use on a mere consideration of the physical nature of the 
Property. It would appear to be necessary to take into account also the way in which the 
property ia regarded and dealt with at the time of the transaction, and this is apparently what 
the framers of the Indian Registration Act, 1877, meant to do by using the words “standing 


timber’ in contradistinctio n to “tress.” Certain trees, being almost invariably wed as timber, 
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are commonly spoken of as ‘timber trees.” But probably most trees would edmit of 
being used both as timber and for other purposes. ‘Thus, properly speaking, almost every 
tree being potentially timber and no tree actually timber, the question whether a tree is 
for the purposcs of any transaction to be deemed to be “ timber’’ must depend upon the 
way it is regarded and treated in that transaction, If, for example, trees are sold ,with s 
view to their being cut down and removed, the sale is one of "standing timber” within the 
meaning of the Registration Act. If, on the other hand, trees are sold, as it is understood 
they are in the class of cases referred to by the Government 
of Madras* with a view to the purchaser keeving them perma- 
nently standing and enjoying them by taking their fruit or 
otherwise, the sale would not, it is believed, on any construe 
of the Act, be regarded as one of “ standing timber,” but would be o sale of immoveable 
property. For these reasons the difference between the definitions of “‘ immoveable” pros 
perty for the purposes of the Registration Act and the Code of Civil Procedure would 
Probably be found to be smaller than has by some authorities been supposed; but the 
possibility of removing any difficulty thence arising and assimilating the definitions by an 
amendment of the law will be considered. 

3. Meantime it seems clear that, if the certificates in question, when forwarded by the 
Civil Courts, are to be registered at all, they must be registered in Book No I (see Act XIT 
of 1879). Thy only question is whether, where the registering officer is of opinion that the 
properly concerned is not “‘immoveable” within the meaning of the Registratieh Act, he 
should treat the certificate as sent by mistake and abstain from registering it, The Govern- 
ment of India is of opinion that the proper course is to leave it to the Civil Courts to deter- 
mine in what cases certificates should be sent tor registration, and that Registrars sbould, 
without attempting to consider and decide the point themselves, register every certificate 
forwarded in Book No. I in accordance with the provisions of section 89 of the Indian 
Registration Act, 1877, as amended by Act XII of 1879.

CHEDUBA ISLAND.—Nexnvuppa Suoan.—A dangerous rocky shoal, 5 miles iu 
length, N.-E, by N. and 8 -W. by &., lies with its North-Kastern extreme S.-E. by #. 3 I. 
4 wiles from Unguan or Tree island. It bas several shoal heads upon it, the least water 
being 9 fect near its North-Rastcrn extreme. 'I'o pass to the westward of the shoul, do not 
bring Unguan islund to tho westward of North. 

SHOALS.—A small shoal of 24 fathoms rock lics 21 miles N. by W. 3 W. of 
Unguan island : there are 7 to 8 fathoms round about it, Two small patches of 4 fathoms 
and 5} fathoms rock lie 8 miles and 6 miles, respectively, N.-W. by N. from Beacon island iu 
the vicinity of the reported breakers of 1478.
